JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14.—A 
proposal under which St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and all counties in 
the State with 85,000 or more pop- 
ulation and cities of 10,000 or more 
may have absolute home rule ex- 
cept in election matters and the 
circuit courts, hag been prepared 
by a subcommittee of the local gov- 
ernment committee of the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

If it should be made part of the 
proposed new constitution and ap- 
proved by the voters, St. Louis 
could obtain complete contro] of 
its police department. It could 
not, however, do away with the 
State controlled Board of Election 
Commissioners. 

Designed primarily to meet con- 
ditions in St. Louis and Jackson 
Counties, the proposal is applicable 
to St. Louis. 

Present Control by Legislature. 

Under the present law the Legis- 
lature may create or abolish cer- 
tain offices, may establish and 
change salaries and may des- 
ignate the number of employes 
in many offices. Each session of 
the Legislature finds many bills 
affecting the county and city 
governments. That would be end- 
ed if the subcommittee’s proposal 
became a part of the constitution.

vious gubernatorial election, 
County Court or Board of Alder- 
men in St. Louis will call an elec- 
tion on the question of whether a 
commission shall be appointed to 
frame a charter. Upon adoption 
by a majority vote, the Circuit 
Judges and the Probate Judge 
will appoint a charter commission 
of 13 members, not more than 
seven of whom shall be members 
of the same political party. 
Majority Vote Required. 

The charter framed by this com- 
mission may be submitted to the 
voters as a whole, or by separate 
parts or by alternate provisions. 
A majority vote is required for 
adoption of the charter. 

In addition to St. Louis County, 
the counties which,would come un- 
der the provisions of the proposal 
are Jackson (Kansas City), Bu- 
chanan (St. Joseph) and Greene 
(Springfield).

Real winter struck St. Louis 
today with a hard, pelting snow 
storm, and the worst is yet to 
come, said Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren, predicting a tempera- 
ture drop tonight to about zero. 

The snow, contrasting icily with 
last week’s slushy fall, began at 
about 2 a. m., and continued inter- 
mittently all day. By late after- 
noon one and a half inches had 
been recorded here. : During the 
day the temperature began its de- 
cline, going from a high of 21 at 
9 a. ‘m. to 16 degrees at 3 p. m. 

The snow was general through- 
out the State. Columbia reported 
four inches and two inches were 
recorded at Kansas City. The low- 
est temperature was one degree 
below zero early today at Tarkio, 
in the northwestern tip of the state. 

A moderate smoke pall combined 
with the snow to darken the morn- 
ing here. The smoke gathered at 
7:45 a. m. and held until 10:50 a. 
m, It was the month's seventh 
moderate pall, and the sixty-first 
of the year. 


DEADLINE TOMORROW MIDNIGHT 
ON INCOME TAX PAYMENTS

Second payments of income tax 
on estimated 1943 income must be 
in the hands of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue by tomorrow 
midnight, the Collector’g office an- 
nounced today. 

Tomorrow midnight also is the 
deadline for taxpayers to file 
amendments to estimated income 
tax returns filed Sept. 15, and for 
farmers to file their first returns 
for 1943 income. 

Payments placed in the mail and 
postmarked before midnight to- 
morrow, although they may not be 
opened at the Collector’s office for 
several days, will be considered 
paid on time. The payments to be 
made are on income received over 
and above that which is withheld 
from salaries by employers.

SENATORS OPPOSE

Finance Committee Votes 
to Keep Present 1 Pct.

‘More Than Adequate.’ 


FINANCIAL REPORTS

WASHINGTON, Deo 14 (AP).— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
voted today to freeze Social Se- 
curity taxes through 1944 at the 
present rate of 1 per cent each on 
employers and employes. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, who twice before has 
succeeded in blocking an automatic 


doubling of the rate, led today’s 
movement, Present reserves, he 
asserted, are far larger than are 
required by law. 

In other important actions, the 
committee: 

l. Ratified, by a vote of 11 to 10, 
the House decision to require la- 
bor unions and other nonprofit or- 
ganizations to file informational 
financial returns. 

2. Approved an increase in the 
excess profits tax rate on corpora- 
tions, from 90 to 95 per cent. 

3. Retained the present 80 per 
cent overall ceiling with respect 
~ To normal, surtax and 

rofits taxes. 
Y aon oning hope of completing 
work on the tax bill today, Chair- 


mittee on Taxation, contending 
that the Treasury Department had 
made “an unfair and unwarranted 
attack upon the method of integra- 
tion” voted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

“Although the first victory tax 
return is not due until March 165, 
1944, a great deal of criticism, 
largely Treasury inspired, was di- 
rected against the tax,” Stam’s re- 
port said. 

“The Treasury, although having 
jurisdiction of the administraiton 
and enforcement of the tax, opened 
a speaking campaign against the 
tax, almost immediately after its 
enactment.” 

Stam asserted that “the Treas- 
ury apparently preferred to defeat 
the minimum tax (proposed by the 
House in connection with the inte- 
gration) than to make it workable 
in their estimation.” 

The House bill would wipe out 
the Victory tax as such and in its 
stead would lower regular income 
tax exemptions enough to reach 
persons paying the Victory tax but 
not the regular income levy.

Student Pilot Puts Out Fire, Leaps,

Reds Gain West of Kiev. 
In the Kiev bulge to the north- 
west, Gen. Nikolai Vatutin’s First 
Ukrainian Army continued to hold 
the initiative yescterday, crushing 
repeated German counterattacks 
and improving its positions south 
of Malin, the Russians announced. 
The Reds thus hammered out 
small gains for the third straight 
day since checking the powerful 
German tank drive west of the 
Ukrainian capital. 
Dispatches from Moscow said the 
Russians were holding the initia- 
tive at virtually every point along 
the 200-mile-long Kiev-Kremenchug 
front and enemy counter blows in 
the Kiev bulge apparently were 
weakening. 
In the Dnieper bend, Red Army 
forces continued to advance toward 
the important German-held base of 
Kirovograd, 70 miles south of 
Cherkasy, beating off fierce tank 
assaults, capturing several towns 
and killing 600 officers and men, 
the Russian communique said, 


Evacuation of Cherkasy. 

The reluctance of the Nazis, to 
evacuate Cherkasy was empha- 
sized by the desperate and extreme- 
ly costly battle they fought.to cling 
to the Dnieper port, the outskirts 
of which were reached and by- 
passed on Nov. 19 by the Red 
Army. 

“After several weeks of bitter 
fighting in the Cherkasy area, 
which was successfully sustained 
against many times superior tank 
and infantry formations, the Ger- 
man command last night withdrew 
garrison forces from Cherkasy to 
shortened and more favorable po- 
sitions,” the Berlin broadcast said. 

“Evacuation of this town which 
for a long time has been utterly 
devastated, was carried out in com- 
plete order and without any losses 
in men and material. It was only 
after severa] hours that Red Army 
units in medium strength pene- 
trated into the ruins of Cherkasy, 
which had been sown with mines. 
They suffered additional considera-

PENICILLIN FOR ALL NEEDS 
IN 6 MONTHS, GEN, KIRK SAYS 


Infection-Killing Drug Now in 
Mass Production, Army Surgeon 
General Asserts. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Penicillin now is in mass produc- 
tion and will ‘be available in “ade- 
quate supplies for military and 
civilian needs within the next six 
months,” says Maj. Gen. Norman 
T. Kirk, Army Surgeon General. 

He told the American Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion yesterday that “penicillin is 
rapidly and surely coming out of 
the class of rare drugs, with pro- 
duction growing by leaps and 
bounds.” 

Kirk hailed the infection-killing 
drug as one of the “three heroes 
of World War 2.” He said the oth- 
er two were blood plasma and the 


sulfa drugs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
The administration's anti-infla- 
tion dikes sprang another leak to- 
day as legislation to force an in- 
crease in crude oi] prices moved 
from House to Senate. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, announced he would seek to 
add the measure to anti-food sub- 


sidy legislation, also passed by the 
House and awaiting Senate action, 
unless the Office of Price Admin- 
istration acts immediately to boost 
petroleum prices by at least 35 
cents a barrel, in line with the 
House measure. 

Both bills have been denounced 
by Administration leaders as infla- 
tionary. 

The oil bill went through the 
House late yesterday by a stand- 
ing vote of 171 to 92. It would di- 
rect OPA to order an immediate 
35-cent price increase, to be fol- 
lowed by ceiling adjustments in 
various fields up to about 74 cents 
a barrel. The average price on a 
nationwide basis now is abou 
$1.18 a barrel. 

Representative Disney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, sponsor of the bill 
argued higher petroleum prices 
are necessary to encourage oil ex- 
ploration and production. The 
House struck out a provision that 
would have shifted oil price con- 
trol from OPA to Interior Secre- 
tary Ickes, who advocates higher 
ceilings. 

Estimating the %85-cent boost 
would add about 1 cent a gallon 
to the cost of gasoline to consum- 
ers, Disney said the average con- 
sumer would rather pay more “and 
get the gasoline” than to pay less 
“and not get it.” 

Representative Ford (Dem.), 
California, said the House “might 
just as well repeal the Office of 
Price Administration” if it intend- 
ed yielding to “every pressure 
group.”

Strong Nazi Attacks Beat-

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 14 (AP).—Indian troops 
attacking in the center of the Brit- 
ish Eighth Army. front in Italy 


crashed through German defenses 
and captured a number of prison- 
ers, headquarters announced to- 
day, while Canadians along the 
Adriatic coast hurled back Nazi 
armored attacks, wrecking tanks 
and inflicting casualties. 

Activity on the Fifth Army front 
was confined to artillery duels and 
patrols, particularly in the Liri 
valley, but Nazi prisoners taken 
by patrols said the German Tenth 
Army had suffered heavy losses in 
recent mountain fighting against 
American and British troops which 
captured heights, west of Mignano. 

On the Eighth Army front, the 
Germans made a furious attack in 
an attempt to halt Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery’s drive along 
the coast which is proceeding 
methodically toward the port of 
Ortona. Artillery batteries knocked 
out a number of German tanks 
which tried to break through. The 
Eighth then resumed its advance 
and broadened its  bridgeheads 
south and southwest of Ortona in 
local engagements. 

More Showers. 

Weather was overcast and show- 
ery on both the Fifth and Eighth 
army fronts. 

German self-propelled artillery 
and mortars were extremely active, 
shelling Allied positions along the 
Liri valley. American big guns 
replied in a brisk duel. 

(The German military commen- 
tator, Capt. Ludwig  Sertorius,

eign Secretary Anthony Eden, re- 
porting to the House of Commons 
on the Teheran-Cairo conferences, 
declared today “the war will be 
shortened” by decisions reached 
with Premier Stalin, and again 
pledged Britain to battle to the 
final destruction of Japan, 

He told the cheering House that 
Prime Minister Churchill has 
“still more work to do in the 
sphere where he is now.”

Reported to Have Served 
‘Ultimatum’ Calling on 


Sofia Government to 
Get Out of War or 
Resign. 


LONDON, Dec. 14 (AP).—The 
French radio at Algiers said to- 
day a Bulgarian opposition party 
has presented an “ultimatum” to 
the Government—to take Bulgaria 
out of the war or resign. 


Dispatches from Turkey said re- 
ports were current in Ankara that 
a Bulgarian mission would arrive 
soon to seek Turkish aid in extri- 
cating Bulgaria from its alliance 
with Germany. 

The Zagreb radio, heard by the 
Ministry of Information, reported 
that Premier Dobri Bojilo was try 
ing to rally veterans of the last 
war into a patriotic front to help 
keep his Government in power, 

Cabinet on Tour. 

A German broadcast said that 
all Bulgarian cabinet ministers had 
left bomb-scarred Sefia, the capi- 
tal, for different parts of the na- 
tion to try to explain the Govern- 
ment’s policy to the people. 

A reliable informant said, how- 
ever, that Foreign Minister Shish- 
manov stayed in Sofia to remain in 
contact with foreign Governments. 
He conferred with the German Am- 
bassador and the Bulgarian Min- 
ister to Berlin yesterday, it was 
said. 

There have been persistent, 
though unconfirmed, reports re- 
cently that Shishmanoyv had re- 
signed. 

It was learned in.London that 
three out of eight German divi- 
sions stationed in Southern Yugo- 
Slavia and Greece have been moved 
up to the Greek-Bulgarian border 
in the past week as reinforcement 
to Berlin’s warning to Bulgaria not 
to invite a fate similar to Italy’s, 

Red Mission to Yugoslavia. 

The Moscow radio announced 
that the Soviet Government has 
decided to send a military mission 
to Yugoslavia to obtain more de- 
tailed information on the guerrilla 
organizations ag has been done 
by the British. 

A special statement by the 
People’s Commissariat of Foreign 
Affairs reviewed the setting up of 
a provisional government in Yugo- 
gslavia by the forces of Marshal 
Josip “Tito) Broz and added: 

“These events in Yugoslavia, 
which already have met with a 
sympathetic response in Britain 
and the United States, are regard- 
ed by the Soviet Government as 
positive facts facilitating the fu- 
ture successful struggle of the 
peoples of Yugoslavia against Hit- 
lerite Germany. 

“They also witness the signifi- 
cant success of the new leaders of 
Yugoslavia in uniting all the na- 
tional forces in Yugoslavia. 

“From this point of view, the 
activities of Gen. (Draja) Mihai- 
lovic’s Chetniks, Who according to 
reports have up to the present not 
helped but rather brought harm to 
the struggles of the Yugoslav 
people against the German in- 
vaders, could not therefore but 
meet with a negative attitude on 
the part of the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Unions.” 

Partisans In Hard Battles. 

Meanwhile, a communique 
broadcast by the Free Yugoslav 
radio said Tito’s red-starred Par- 
tisans now were engaged in the 
heaviest defensive fighting since 
they began their guerrilla activities 
against the Germans. 

The. Nazis, heavily reinforced 
and using planes and tanks, are 
trying to crush Partisan resistance 
and have forced forward in some 
sectors, but only at tremendous 
cost, the communique indicated. 

The Partisans reported more 
than 1500 Germans killed and the 
capture of large quantities of war 
materials. They said that the cen- 
ter of the fighting was in Eastern 
Bosnia and. Dalmatia and that in 
Eastern Bosnia alone the Germans 
are using six divisions. 

The Free Yugoslav radio an- 
nounced that Tito had formulated 
plans for a government on a six- 
unit federal basis after the war. 
The six units named in the federal 
plan were Serbia, Croatia, Slovenia, 
Montenegro, Bosnia - Hercegovina 
and Sanjak-Macedonia. 

A dispatch from Budapest to the 
mewspaper Social Demokraten in 
Stockholm reported two Bulgarian 
army battalions had deserted in 
the last month and joined the 
Partisans. 

Situation in Hungary. 

The Nazis, meanwhile, had their 
hands full in Hungary where Pre- 
mier Nicholas Kallay, eager to 
convince the world that the king- 
less kingdom already was prac- 
tically out of the war, has been 
insisting that the Germans let the 
remaining Hungarian troops come 
home from the Russian front. The 
German high command was report- 
ed to have replied with the ex- 
planation that the “military situa- 
tion” was now unfavorable for 
such a release, 

Field Marshal Gen. Wilhelm 
Keitel, chief of the German high 
command, was reported going to 
Budapest, ostensibly to return the 
courtesy visit of the Hungarian 
army chief but actually to try to! 
reassure the quaking government 
leaders that Germany will not col- 
lapse. 

Nazi Word to Finns. 

German radio propagandists in- 
directly confessed Nazi anxiety 
over the possible defection of Fin- 
land by asserting that Nazi For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Ribben- 
trop, in a speech stating that So- 
viet reserves were about exhausted, 
had had a “calming influence on 
Finland.” 

There were other reports, though, 
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Soviet forces have cleared the Germans from their last remain- 

ing base on the middle Dnieper River by capturing Cherkasy, 

while to the south Grushevka has fallen to the Russians. The 

Red Army has resumed the offensive west of Kiev, where the 

black area shows the Nazis’ gains in their recent counter- 
offensive. 
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HOUSE GROUP AT ODDS 
ON FARM LABOR BIL 


Sends Measure Back to Sub- 
committee for Further 
Study, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Members of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee disagreed today 
over administration of a plan for 
importing farm labor and recruit- 
ing domestic farm help for pro- 
posed 1944 bumper crops, and sent 
a measure providing funds for the 
program back to a subcommittee 
for further study. 

The committee acted after hear- 
ing War Food Administrator Mar- 


vin Jones appeal for new funds to 
finance the plan. Jones stated that 
while “there will be a need for 
more food than we can produce” 
next year, there is no serious short- 
age in sight if production goals are 
met. 

The Budget Bureau has recom- 
mended a $39,529,000 outlay on 1944 
farm recruitment, 

Appropriations Chairman Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, said recommit- 
ment of the financing authority 
resulted from committee approval 
of an amendment giving complete 
control of the program to the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service instead 
of dividing it between the Exten- 
sion Service and WF A, as was rec- 
ommended by the subcommittee. 
The Extension Service amend- 
ment was offered by Representa- 
tive Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, and 
after its adoption the measure was 
sent back to the subcommittee for 
further consideration, 

Cannon said he was hopeful the 
bill could be put in shape for action 
before the end of this month. 
Approximately 32 million wag ap- 
propriated for the farm labor pro- 
gram for the calendar year 1943. 
Jones testified during hearings 
on the 1944 appropriation bill that 
next year’s goals involve an all-out 
effort to boost by 4 per cent the 
record production of 1943, which in 
turn was 32 per cent more than in 
the basic 1935-39 period. 

Since April, 1940, he said, some 
four million workers have left the 
farms, many of thém youpg men 
who went into the armed forces or 
into war plants. To compensate 
for that loss, he said, “the Ameri- 
can farmer has been driven to ex- 
treme measures,” farm working 
hours have been increased, farm- 
ers’ wives and children have been 
put to work, and farmers generally 
have been forced to train inexperi- 
enced city youth and to use foreign 
workers, troops and war prisoners.

Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander of the Pacific Fieet, re- 
ported a 50-ton bombing Saturday 
by American Army Seventh Air 
Force Liberators of a Japanese 
cargo ship and shore installations 
at Emidj in Jaluit atoll, one of 
several enemy air bases in the 
Marshalls which American bomb- 
ers began pounding prior to the 
successful invasion last month of 


the Gilberts, 300 miles to the south. 
There was no statement of re- 
sults, but the fact the Liberators 
encountered only antiaircraft fire 
which caused negligible damage 
indicated they had ample oppor- 
tunity to pick their targets. All 
American planes returned to base 
and none of the crew was wound- 
ed. 


Jap Solomons Bases Bombed. 


Adm, William F.. Halsey reported 
that his Solomons air force made 
175 sorties Saturday on Bougain- 
ville Island in the Northern Solo- 
mons, These were the first in 
four days but, despite the op- 
portunity afforded by bad weather, 
Japanese, engineers had not suc- 
ceeded iff restoring a single one 
of Bougainville’s bombed-out air- 
fields and the new raids heaped 
on more damage. 

The heaviest blow was delivered 
by 100 Dauntless dive bombers and 
Avenger torpedo planes, with 
fighter escort, which laid 250 
bombs in the’ Jakobina mission 
area near Buin, on the south coast. 
Liberator heavies attacked in 
the Buka area, on the north tip 
of Bougainville, and Mitchell med- 
ium bombers supported by Kitty- 
hawk fighters blasted the Kleta 
air base across the island from 
Empress Augusta Bay where 
Americans have established an air 
strip. 


Gains on New Guinea.

LONDON, Dec. 14 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force Mosquito bombers 
stabbed at Western Germany last 
night for the fourth successive 
night, returning to their bases 
without loss, the Air Ministry an- 
nounced today. 


The raid followed a daylight as- 
sault on unspecified objectives in 
Western Germany yesterday by 
formations of United States Lib- 
erators and Flying Fortresses, dur- 
ing which American airmen shot 
down 15 Nazi fighters to bring to 
187 the total number of German 
planes downed by the Eighth Air 
Force this month. 

American losses in the day’s op- 
erations were five heavy bombers, 
two medium bombers and two 
fighters. 

According to official figures the 
heavy bombers have downed 257 
enemy planes in their last 15 mis- 
sions since Oct. 20. 

Long Trip by Fighters. 

Fourteen of the German fighters 
downed yesterday were bagged by 
the bomber gunners. The other 
was destroyed by the strong fight- 
er escort of Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings, which made their Jong- 
est round trip of the war in this 
theater. 

Marauder medium bombers also 
went out yesterday for their first 
mission in eight days, blasting a 
Nazi fighter base at Schipol near 
Amsterdam. 

Cautioning against possible over- 
optimism at the comparatively low 


Frederick L. Anderson, command- 
ing the Eighth Air Force bomber 
command, said the attacks were 
planned to take advantage of 
weather conditions greatly favor- 
ing the bombers and hampering 
the enemy fighters.

“The first men topside were a 
flight squadron leader, Lt. Comdr.

Crommelin commended Lt.

TOKYO RADIO SAYS:

The Tokyo radio, in a review of 
recent war developments for Japa- 
nese audiences, said Allied ree 
sources were fathomless and “it 
cannot be said that the Japanese 
‘Navy has the war situation under 
complete control.” 

The Japanese-language broad- 
cast, delivered Sunday night and 
reported to the Office of War In- 
formation yesterday, presented a 
sober appraisal of events in the

“The enemy has gradually ad- 
vanced his bases to Bougainville 
and the Gilbert Islands and is— 
step by step—closing in on our 
strategic points.” 

The broadcast coupled an ex- 
hortation for greater effort by 
each individual with a specific in- 
junction to speed production of air 
planes. 

“As Premier Tojo has stated it,” 
it said, “in order for the third 
year of war to be made the year 
of certain victory, the 100 million 
people (the Japanese) all together 
must exert their most desperate 
efforts, unified as one, with the 
spirit to crush—the spirit that 
knows no end. 

“We must offer everything for 
the prosecution of the war until 
the victory is won; in the political, 
economic, religious and cultural 
fields, everything in the Japanese 
Empire.” 

“The war situation manifests a 
grave and serious aspect,” the 
broadcast said. ... The 
fighting strength of which the 
enemy boasts and in which he 
takes pride and relies upon as his 
strength is not to be slighted, and 
is. limitless. The enemy a 
that next year, indeed, he 
carry out a world-wide all-out 
counterattack. ...

HISTORY PROPOSED 


Educators Report After 5- 
Month Survey Present 
Pre-College Course Is 
‘Deadly Repetitious.’ 


FOR USING BUT FEW 
IN BARREL OF FACTS 


Program of Selective 
Dates and Names Fa- 
vored on Basis for De- 
tailed Study Later. 


The time has come, in the 
opinion of a committee of leading 
educators and historians, for the 
nation’s elementary and high 
schools to stop attempting to teach 
American history by plunging 
their students over and over again 
in the big barrel that holds every- 
thing that has happened in 
America since 1492, 

Edgar B. Wesley, professor of 
education at the University of 
Minnesota, who is director of the 
Committee on American History 
in the Schools and Colleges, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that, 
if Americans have a faulty notion 
of their country’s history, the 
fault lies chiefly with the schools. 

“The idea that American history 
is not taught enough is ridiculous,” 
deciared Dr. Wesley, who taught 
history at University City High 
School and Washington University 
for 13 years prior to 1930. “Why, 
nearly every pupil studies Ameri- 
can history three, four or even 
five times before he graduates.” 

Survey by 14 Specialists. 
Dr. Wesley said the prevailing 


“deadly repetitious” history-teach- 
ing method is sharply criticised in 
the report of the committee which 
will be made public Dec. 28. The 
153-page report is based on a five- 
month survey conducted by the 
group of 14 specialists who were 
chosen by the American Historical 
Association, the National Council 
for the Social] Studies and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Historical Associa- 
tion. 


The committee’s report recom- 
mends, as well, a drastic revision 
in the technique of teaching his- 
tory in elementary and secondary 
schools. 


“The program offers an escape 
from the deadening repetition 
which now kills the student's in- 
terest in American history,” Dr. 
Wesley pointed out. “When hun- 
dreds of facts are presented, none 
of them wil] be learned. Our rec- 
ommendation is that a few selected 
mames, dates and events be 
stressed.” 


Dates for the Student. 

History would be greatly simpli- 
fied for the average student if 
the committee’s recommendations 
are accepted by the schools. The 
American history course to be fol- 
lowed by a grade school student, 
for example, would include only 10 
dates. These dates and the events 
to which they refer as listed by 
the committee, follow: 

1492—Discovery of America. 

1519—Magellan’s world voyage. 

1607—Jamestown (Va.) colony 
settled.

Talk of Solidifying 
Middle East 


Arrival, as Guests of British, Coincides With 


Mediterranean and 
Commands. 


CAIRO, Dec. 14 (AP).—The ar- 
rival in Cairo of Lt. Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr., commander of the 
United States Seventh Army, ac- 
companied by various members of 
his staff, stirred spéculation today. 

Patton’s unexplained appearance 
here came at a time when there 
was discussion on solidifying the 
Mediterranean and Middle East 
commands. The Persian Gulf 
forces already have been separated 
from the Middle East command 
and made into a command of their 
own. 

Patton was said officially to be 
a guest of the British. 

No attempt was made to keep 
the General’s presence in Cairo a 
secret. After arriving by plane, 
he was observed riding about the 
city in a staff car bearing his 
three-star flag. Inasmuch as there 
is no other Allied officer of equal 
rank in Cairo, the fla@ attracted 
immediate attention. 


There has been much suecula- 
tion as to the next assignment of 
the Seventh Army since comple- 
tion of its whirlwind campaign 
across Sicily. 

Cairo is the seat of two govern- 
ments-in-exile—Greek and Yugo- 
slav. Conferences with representa- 
tives of these governments would 
be a natural prelude to any Allied 
attempt to invade Europe through 
the Balkans. 


President RooseVelt, during his 
recent surprise visit to Sicily, 
talked with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and Gen. Patton, among 
other Allied military leaders in the 
Mediterranean theater. 

Patton recently received a re- 
buke from Eisenhower for “repre- 
hensible conduct” after he _ up- 
braided two shell-shocked soldiers, 
cuffing one of them, and calling 
one a “yellow belly.” 

War Secretary Stimson told a 
Senate committee yesterday that 
in a third incident Patton had 
“spoken with undue harshness” to 
a soldier who was not wearing his 
leggings because his ankles were 
swollen. 

Stimson’s report said Eisenhower 
had satisfied himself that the 
three incidents “have not affected 
Gen. Patton’s: standing as a tac- 
tical leader” and this was regard- 
ed by some members of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee as an in- 
dication that the Army has more 
jobs cut out for Patton. Barring 
some new development, it was be- 
lieved there would be no serious 
congressional objections to Gen. 
Patton’s retention in command of 
the Seventh Army. 

Stimson in his report spoke of 
“important military reasons” which 
“must remain secret for the pres- 
ent” for the delay in the full dis- 
closure of the facts in the Patton 
incident.

Acting National Director 


Says Emphasis Must Be 
Shifted to Offen- 


sive. 


A four-point victory program 
that would shift the emphasis of 
the ‘activities of the Office of Civ- 
ilian Defense from defengive to of- 
fcasive was advanced today by 
John B, Martin, acting national 
director, at the opening of a two- 
day conference of state OCD direc- 
tors and regional officials at Hotel 
Statler, © 

“We must adjust our organiza- 
tion to accord with realities and 
reasonable probabilities, and as we 
do so we must step up the tempo 
in every program that can con- 
tribute to the winning of the war 
in the shortest possible time,” Mar- 
tin declared. 

Pointing out that the possibility: 
of enemy planes bombing coastal 
cities in the United States is still 
present, Martin said the danger to 
inland cities has greatly decreased, 
and OCD volunteers in these lat- 
ter places may be shifted to offen- 
sive operations. 

Lists Four Points, 
In view of this, Martin said, OCD 
ought to have the following four- 
fold victory program: 
“First, we must see to it that 
there is adequate protection against 
reasonable probabilities of air at- 
tack—the danger should fot be 
over-emphasized, or under-empha- 
sized. 

“Second, we should promote an 
aggressive, active program for the 
development to the fullest possible 
extent of all postions of the Pro- 
tective Services, which afford pro- 
tection against fires, explosions, 
floods, hurricanes, serious indus- 
trial. accidents, train wrecks and 
other catastrophes, 

“Third, we must drive forward 
in the development of the Civilian 
War Services Branch of each state 
and local Defense Council, in or- 
der that the war programs of each 
state and community may be car- 
ried out ig the most successful 
manner, and war problems effi- 
ciently solved. 

“Fourth, we must deploy the 
millions of volunteer personnel in 
those spots where they will per- 
form war work of maximum im- 
portance to our all-out offensive. 
This requires an analysis by local 
authorities of the many jobs which 
volunteers are doing, and an as- 
sessment of the relative value to 
pe war effort of each of those 
obs.” 

Recruiting Aid Suggested. 

Thomas Devine, «assistant na- 
tional OCD director, told the meet- 
ing that state OCD organizations 
should “explore the possibility” of 
joining governmental agencies in 
campaign for the recruitment of 
woman power, Wacs, Waves, 
Spars, Women Marines, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, civil serv- 
ice clerical workers and cadet 
nurses.

Mrs. Ellen Lee Brashear, a mem- 
ber of the OCD committee in 
charge of the entertainment, ; said 
she was told by Maj. Henry W. 
Webb, post public relations officer, 
that while granting the request 
seemed somewhat unusual, he 
thought it would be possible to 
arrange for the band’s appearance 
if the union acceded. 

Harry D. McBride, OCD co-or- 
dinator, said he had been informed 
at a meeting with the executive 
committee of the AFL American 
Federation of Musicians that a 
concert by the Army band would 
displace civilian musicians and 
that if the band played it would 
be over the’vigorous protest of the 
union. 

Samuel P. Meyers, president of 
the union local, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that Army regula- 
tions prohibited bands playing at 
gatherings such as the one to be 
held tomorrow and that he had 
called attention to this rule. Maj. 
Webb told the reporter that this 
also was his interpretation of War 
Department regulations. 


Worst Wave of Respiratory Disease 
And Colds in Years Grips St. Louis 


City Official Says Epidemic Is Mild — No 
Laboratory Evidence of Any Cases of 
True Influenza in City. 


St. Louis appeared today to be 
in the grip of the most wide- 
spread wave of upper respiratory 


infections, including numerous 
severe colds, in several years, but 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, city director 
of communicable disease control, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
there has been no laboratory evi- 
dence yet of any cases of true in- 
fluenza here. — 

Some physicians have been re- 
porting cases of influenza, he said, 
on the basis of clinical diagnosis 
only. At most, he said, the infec- 
tions are relatively mild. 

Since Nov. 20, Dr. Smith said, 
physicians here have reported a 
total of 201 cases of so-called in- 
fluenza. Two of these patients 
have died. Most of the cases were 
reported by St, Louis University 
authorities in the week ending 
Nov. 27, when 148 soldiers in train- 
ing at the school were described 
as suffering from the infection. 
In the same period last year two 
influenza cases were reported, and 
both patients died. There were 
‘eight cases reported in the corre- 
sponding period of 1941, but no 
deaths. 

Despite the disturbing evidence 
of such figures, Dr. Smith insisted 
there was nothing either unusual 
or alarming in the situation, If 
there is actual influenza; he as- 
serted, it is a mild infection, only 
distantly related to the “bull” or 
“real” influenza of 1918. 

However, the wave of severe 
colds has put prob@bly thousands 
of St. Louisans to sniffling in re- 
cent weeks and forced hundreds 
to bed. Absences of students from 
public schools because of illness 
now is about 6 per cent above nor- 
mal, Philip J. Hickey, acting su- 


perintendent of instruction, said 
today. The board of Education re- 
gards a sick list of 10 per cent of 
the students as normal; during the 
last few days the average has been 
about 16 per cent, he said. 

There was some indication in 
Hickey’s report, however, that the 
wave is ebbing. A week ago yes- 
terday 115 teachers were ill; yes- 
terday only 75 substitute teachers 
were required. 


Records in Dr, Smith's office in- 
dicate a. similar’ trend. There 
were 148 cases of so-called “flu” 
reported in the week ended Nov. 
27; alx cases the following week 
and 40 cases the next week. Yea- 
terday 13 cases were _ reported. 
This morning only four new cases 
were listed. 


Mild Respiratory Ailment Becomes 
Epidemic in U. S. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP).— 

A mild form of respiratory ail- 

ment, similar to the grippe and 


influenza, has reached epidemic | 


proportions in some sections of the 
United States, health officers said 
today, but they stressed that 
deaths were few. 

They said the ailment was of a 
far less serious type than that in 
England and Wales, where 709 
deaths were reported in a single 
week recently, and not to be com- 
pared with the influenza epidemic 
that swept this country in 1916.

Stockpiles ‘Dangerously 
Low’ With More Being 
Used Than Is Dug, 
OWI Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 14 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information re- 


ported today the coal shortage is 
so acute that if stocks cannot be 
replenished next summer the situ- 
ation will “approach catastrophe.” 

The plain fact is, said OWI, that 
the country is not digging as much 
coal as it is using, which has led 
to a progressive shortage through- 
out 1943. Stockpiles in the bins of 
industrial users and retail dealers 
will have declined from 8&6 million 
tons last Jan. 1 to about 60 million 
tons at the end of the year. 

That is only a little more than 
a month’s supply. By March 31 
the stocks will be considerably less 
than a month's supply—"a danger- 
ously low level,” OWI said, > 

Delayed Shortage. 

Though it is a “delayed short- 
age,” in that it draws on stock- 
piles, the cold hand of the situ- 
is laid directly on the 
consumer “under the stress and 
dislocation of distribution.” 

It is the difficulty of distribut- 
ing an inadequate amount of coal 
equitably that makes it tougher 
on the consumer than production 
estimates indicate, the report said, 
adding: 

“A surplus of one kind of coal 
in Southern Illinois will not offset 
a shortage of another kind of coal 
in Pennsylvania. 

“While Britain has become ac- 
customed to ‘no coal for comfort,’ 
the United States enters 1944 on a 
basis of ‘minimum comfort.’. Local] 
and sporadic cases of suffering are 
already present and will continue.”

BLACK MARKET! 


Reports Detroit Bars Are 
Offered | Whisky in 
1000-Case Lots at $25 
Above Ceiling. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, asserted today that black mar- 
ket dealers were offering choice 
whiskies to Detroit night clubs, ho- 
tels and cocktail bars in 1000-case 
lots at $25 a case above price ad- 
ministration ceilings. 

Asserting that the Treasury and 
the OPA “ought to take steps at 
once to break up this racket,” Fer- 
guson said he would ask a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee investigat- 
ing the liquor shortage to take 
testimony from his informant, 4 
licensed Detroit dealer whose name 
he withheld.

The telegram said the associa- 
tion sent a letter of inquiry “to 
every distillery listed in McRae’s 
Blue Book from Oregon to Florida, 
asking them to advise if they had 
or knew of any liquor to be pur- 


All sent back the same reply, 
said the dealer, that they “were 
sorry—no stock available.” 

“Immediately after this,” he con- 
tinued, “we were offered liquor by 
several individuals in amounts up 
to 1000 cases at price averaging 
$25 over the celling price per case.” 

Hearings Continue Thursday. 

The Van Nuys Committee will 
resume public hearings Thursday 
with testimony from Samuel Hor- 
witz, Cleveland hotel operator, who, 
Van Nuys said, closed his bars 
rather than buy black market 
whisky, of which he said he was 
“offered plenty.”

George C. Smith, new president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said to- 
day, addressing the Advertising 
Club, : 

The only aid industry is asking 
from thé Government in the post- 
war era is for prompt settlement 
of war contracts, once they have 
been terminated, and for “less 
Government interference, so they 
can proceed to the task at hand 
freely,” Smith said. 

The Advertising Club luncheon, 
at Hotel Statler, was the occasion 
of Smith’s first important address 
since he became president of the 
chamber Dec. 1, 

Vast Amount of Planning. 

“The conversion from wartime 
to peacetime business on a scale 
commensurate with our scale of 
living and our hopes for the fu- 
ture is, and should be, up to pri- 
vate enterprise,” he said. “The 
execution of our postwar plans will 
involve a vast amount of research, 
accumulation of statistical data, 
the making and analysis of plans 
for industrial expansion and con- 
version, and plans for private and 
public improvements.” 

“The Chamber of Commerce will 
concern itself with the framing of 
tax programs, 
local. Taxes on corporate profits 


are so high that the investment of 
(iui capital is now restricted. re 


high taxes reduce opportunities for 


new enterprise and for expansion 
or existing ones. They fimic em- 


DIOYMEN ANd COMLTDULE to inet 
ployment. 

“Taxes can be used to kill pri- 
vate enterprise, and our present 
tax structure almost seems de- 
signed to choke business to death.” 

The speaker said industry has 
the right to know what disposi- 
tion will be made of about 25 
billion dollars worth of Govern- 
ment-owned manufacturing plants 
and industrial equipment. He 
pointed out that most of this 
equipment, now used in war work, 
can be converted to the making 
of peacetime products. 

“In some industries the Govern- 
ment owns 90 per cent of the total 
productive capacity of the nation,” 
Smith said. “Even in iron and 
steel the capacity of the Govern- 
ment’s plants represents 20 per 
cent of our peacetime production. 

“Tt isn’t reasonable to assume 
that these plants should be torn 
down and re-erected in some for- 
eign country under some kind of 
a lease-lend or gift plan. Yet we 
find such proposals coming out of 
high places. Nor is it reasonable 
to assume these plants should be 
torn down and the materials and 
equipment junked.” 

Taxes and Profit Incentive, 

Smith said these plants will be 
needed for civilian production, if 
production is to be kept high 
enough to employ the nation’s de- 
mobilized forces, and if the nation- 
al income is to be kept high enough 
to support the present scale of liv- 
ing and tax burden, 

“Their operation should be by 
private industry,” he declared, 
“and the Government should step 
out of the competitive field, for 
private enterprise, under a stag- 
gering tax burden, cannot readily, 
or long, compete with Government 
plants, operating without taxes 
and without profit incentives.”

At Teheran, he sald, the foun- 
dation was laid among the three 
major powers for “close inter- 
play in every move” against the 
Axis, and “we have not had that 
until now.” 

While he spoke guardedly of the 
conference with Turkey, he made 
it clear that Russia was included 
in the expressed hopes for four- 
power co-operation. The Soviet 
Vice-Commissar of Foreign Affairs, 
Andrei Vishinsky, had intended to 
be present in Cairo, but was in 
Italy with the Inter-Allied com- 
mission there, of which he is a 
member, and could not get to 
Egypt until after the meeting with 
Inonu,

As for Japan, he deélared that 
ever since Pearl Harbor “we have 
been committed to the objectives 
now set out for the first time in- 
ternationally in the Cairo agree- 
ment.”

Makers With Excessive 
Profit Would Be Told 
to Produce at Cost, 
Others Given Increase.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 14 (AP).— 
A drastic overhauling of the ‘con- 
sumers’ goods field—affecting both 
pricing and production—was pro- 
jected today by Economic Stabil- 
ization Director Fred M,. Vinson. 

A directive sent jointly to the 
War Production Board and the 
Office of Price Administration out- 
lined two principal objectives: To 
avoid further shortages of low- 
priced civilian-use products, and 
to adjust the price structure for 
such goods as a stimulant to pro- 
duction. 


The plan would require joint ac- 
tion by the two agencies, and 
ranges from proposed orders to 
manufacturers with what are re- 
garded as excessive recent profit 
margins to produce essential civil- 
ian goods for sale at cost, to au- 
thorizations for price increases in 
excess of present legal maximums 
to maintain production by produc- 
ers who are now losing money. 

All actions taken under the di- 
rective must be approved by Vin- 
son’s office before becoming ef- 
fective. 

The order specifies: 

1, When WPB finds that pres- 
ent price schedules “constitute a 
serious impediment” to adequate 
production of civilian goods, 
WPB is to advise OPA of this 
finding; 

2. The OPA is then empowered 
to revise price schedules to main- 
tain production and regulate 
profits under a strict formula 
laid down by Vinson.

Manufacturers whose profits 
from all operations are more than 
double the 1936-1939 base period 
may be ordered, under the plan, to 
manufacture essential civilian 
goods for sale at cost. 

The Vinson order ig designed to 
resolve a long-standing source of 
friction between WPB and OPA. 
WPB has been exerting pressure 
for price increases for manufac- 
turers, claiming that present OPA 
price ceilings prevented adequate 
production of certain civilian 
goods. 

This falling off in production has 
been particularly noticeable in tex- 
tile output, where manufacturers 
have abandoned low-priced lines 
to produce higher-priced goods 


where profit margins are greater, 


WPB sources said. 

There have been some instances 
where OPA authorized price in- 
creases to absorb higher costs and 
stimulate production, but the WPB 
reaction was that these increases 
have been inadequate, 

The issue came to a head re- 
cently, informed sources said, when 
Spencer Love, new chief of the 
WPB textile division, went to Vin- 
son and said that production of 
essential low-priced. textiles was 
dependent on a broad order re- 
quiring price increases for lower- 
bracket goods. 

The order Vinson issued is not 
as drastic as WPB officials de 
sired, and WPB spokesmen said 
that operations under the direc- 
tive would be confined to textiles 
for the time being, pending com- 
pletion of a genera] survey of 
consumer shortages, now being 
tabulated. 

Vinson also established a price 
formula when industry-wide in- 
creases are required to stimulate 
production of vital goods. The 
costs of the producer with the 
highest production costs in the in- 
dustry will serve ag the basis for 
the increase, Vinson directed. The 
highest-cost-producer will not be 
permitted to charge more than his 
actual production cost. Others in 
the industry will have their prices 
pro-rated in ratio of their costg to 
the highest-cost-producer. 

The stabilization boss directed 
that producer price increases be 
minimized wherever possible 
through industry pooling arrange- 
ments,

increased death rate is a result of 
the greater strains and frequent 
exposures to disease that are a part 
of wartime,” the bureau comment- 
ed yesterday, in reporting the re- 
sults of “a 10 per cent sampling” 
for the 12 months ending with Sep- 
tember. 

“The fact that a large number of 
older persons have returned to a 
strenuous working life after years 
of retirement certainly has played 
a part,” its report said. 

Every age group above 50 shows 
an increase in death rate, but at 
ages below 50 the rates have re- 
mained almost stationary with the 
exception of ages under 5, in which 
the rate dropped 45 per cent. The 
increase at the older ages ranged 
from 3 to 5.6 per cent. 

For all ages, the death rate in 
the 12 months ending in September 
wag 10.6 per cent for whites and 
12.5 per cent for non-whites. This 
compared t 10.1 per Bg Pn 
12.7 per cent,

Price Controls and Ceilings 
and Maintenance of Grade 
Standards Among Topics. 


Measures to increase the avail- 
ability of the nation’s fresh fruit 
harvest to military and domestic 
consumers, including .price controls, 
prospective price ceilings on such 
fruits as grapes and berries, labor- 
saving equipment and new varie- 
ties of fruits, were discussed today 
at the fifty-ninth convention of the 
American Pomological Society. 

More than 500 deciduous fruit 
growers from all parts of the coun- 
try assembled at Hotel De Soto 
yesterday for the convention, held 
jointly with a meeting of 10 Mid- 
western state horticultural socie- 
ties. The final session, under the 
auspices of the American Society 
for Horticultural Science, will be 
held tomorrow. 

T. J. Talbert, president of the 
American Pomological Society and 
head of the Missouri University 
horticulture and forestry depart- 
ment, told the delegates yesterday 
that the chief problem fruit grow- 
ers must confront while producing 
for war needs is “the maintenance 
of grade standards.” 

He added that, in view of recent 
developments in the national econ- 
omy, he anticipates “good times” 
after the war, rather than a de- 
pression, but warned against “reck- 
less expansion” such as followed 
the first World War.

20-year mutual assistance pact between Russia and Czecho- 


Slovakia pledges both countries to fight a war to the finish 
against Germany and its satellites, and “not to enter any nego- 
tiations with the Hitlerite Government or any other government in 
which Germany has not repudiated all aggressive aims,” the Moscow 


radio announced last night. 


These other provisions were giv- 
en in a broadcast, recorded by the 
Soviet monitor: 

Neither country will “negotiate 
for an armistice with Germany or 
any other state connected with 
Germany in this war,” except by 
mutual consent. 

“If either party finds itself at 
war with Germany after this war 
which revives the policy of ‘Drang 
mach Osten’ (drive to the East), 
the other will come to its assist- 
ance in every way.” 

Mutual postwar economic assist- 
ance is pledged, with each country 
recognizing the other’s independ- 
ence. 

Each bound itself not to join any 
alliance or coalition directed 
against the other. 

In an apparent bid to Poland— 
with whom the U. S. S. R. has 
broken relations—an addendum to 
the treaty declares that “if any 
third country desires-to join this 
pact and is the object of German 
aggression in this war, it will be 
given the opportunity to do so by 
mutual agreement of the U.S.S. R. 
and Czecho-Slovakia,” 


Text of Pact. 


The text of the pact as broad- 
cast by the Moscow radio and re- 
corded here by the Soviet monitor, 
follows: 

“An agreement of friendship, 
mutual assistance and postwar co- 
operation between the _ Soviet 
Union and the Czecho-Slovak Re- 
public: 

“Of late, negotiations have been 
undertaken for the conclusion of an 
agreement of friendship, mutual 
assistance and postwar co-opera- 
tion. 

“These negotiations progressed 
in an atmosphere of amity and mu- 
tual understanding and led to the 
signature Dec. 12 in Moscow of an 
agreement of friendship and mu- 
tual assistance which agreed on 
the following: 

“1. The high contracting parties 
have agreed on a common policy 
of mutual friendship and friendly 
postwar co-aperation and mutual 
aid and have pledged to render 
each other military and other as- 
sistance and support of every kind 
in the present war against Ger- 
many and all of those countries 
associated with her in an act of 
ageression in Europe. 

“2. Finally the high contracting 
parties pledge themselves not to 
enter any negotiations with Hitler's 
government during the period of 
the present war or with any other 
government in Germany which 
does not explicitly renounce all 
ageressive intentions and not to 
conduct negotiations or conclude, 
except by mutual consent, any ar- 
mistice or peace agreement with 
Germany or any other government 
united with her in actions of ag- 
gression in Europe. 

“3. Confirming their prewar 
policies of peace and mutual assist- 
ance expressed in an agreement 
signed in Prague May 16, 1935, the 
high contracting parties undertake 
in the event of one of them finds 
itself involved during the postwar 
period in a war with Germany, 
should the latter revive her “drang 
nach osten” or with any one state 
which should unite with Germany 
either directly or indirectly in wag- 
ing such a war, the other high 
contracting party shall bring to the 
one which may become so involved 
all military and other aid within 
its power. 

“4. The high contracting parties, 
taking into account their respec- 
tive interests concerning security, 
have agreed upon close, friendly 
co-operation during the period fol- 
lowing the _ re-establishment of 
peace, upon action which will con- 
form to the principle of mutual re- 
spect for each other’s independence 
and sovereignty and upon noninter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
one another. 


Economic Aid. 


“They shall develop their eco- 
nomic relations to the largest pos- 
sible scale and render each other 
every economic assistance after the 
war. 

“5. Each of the high contracting 
parties undertakes not to conclude 
any alliance or participate in any 
coalition directed against the oth- 
er high contracting party. 

“6. This agreement comes _ into 
force immediately on being signed 
and shall be ratified within the 
shortest possible time. 

“The exchange of the ratified 
texts will take place in Moscow at 
the earliest possible date. 

“This agreement shall remain in 
force for a period of 20 years from 
the time of signing, 

“Unless one of the high contract- 
ing parties, 12 months before the 
expiration: of the said period of 20 
years gives the other high con- 
tracting party notice of its desire 
to terminate this agreement, the 
same shall continue in force for a 
further period of five years and so 
on until it is renounced by one of 
the high contracting parties by giv- 
ing the other 12 months notice in 
writing of its intention so to do. 

“In witness thereof this agree- 
ment is signed in Moscow, Dec. 12, 
1943, with the apposition of the of- 
ficial seals: 

“By authority of the Supreme 
Soviet of the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics—Vyacheslav Molo- 
tov. 

“By authority of the President 


[of the Czecho-Slovak Republic— 
Zdenek Fierlinger.” 
A protocol to the agreement says: 


Republics and the Czecho-Slovak 
Republic agree that in event any 
third state which has 
frontiers with the U. S. S. R. or 


which in the present war has been 
the object of German aggression, 
desiring to become a party to this 
agreement, such a state will 
be given the opportunity, with the 
sanction of the U. S. S. R. and the 
Czecho-Slovak Republic of signing 
this agreement which thereby 
would acquire the quality of a tri- 
partite agreement.” 


STATE DEPARTMENT 
COMMENT ON PACT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
The State Department said last 
night that the new mutual assist- 
ance pact between\ Russia and 
Czecho-Slovakia “is not understood 
to be in conflict with the general 
framework of world-wide secur- 
ity” and the Czech ambassador 
hailed it as proof of Russia’s good 
intentions toward its neighbors. 

It demonstrates a Russian policy 
of non-interference in the internal 
affairs of other nations, said the 
Ambassador, Vladimir Hurban, 
and thus is particularly important 
now because “the fear of Russia 
as a sponsor of the Communist 
International has been HiJer’s 
main weapon against the small 
nations of Europe.”

NAZI VIEW: MOVE TO

BERN, Dec. 14.—Signature of 
the Czech-Russian treaty is taken 
in Berlin as the first tangible sign 
of Soviet Russia’s designs on cen- 
tral and southeastern Europe. It 
is described by the Nazi propa- 
gandists as a move which ought to 
open the eyes of the blindest fools 
on this continent. 


Interpretations of the treaty by 
London and Moscow, respectively, 
have been carefully studied by 
‘Propaganda Chief Paul Joseph 
Goebbels and his experts and the 
discrepancies between the two are 
most enlightening, say the Nazis. 


Berlin reaction to what appears 
to objective observers here as a 
solid constructive move forward 
has an obvious political purpose. 
The Nazis are making a last at- 
tempt to frighten Europeans with 
the Bolshevism bogey and hope 
thereby to obtain further military 
support from their reluctant Bal- 
kan satellites. 

With a view to more thoroughly 
frightening the latter, Berlin links 
the signature of the agreement 
with the constitution of a “Red” 
government in Yugoslavia and 
points out that both moves are 
part of the same devilish Bolshe- 
vik game. 

Both steps are labeled—for Bal- 
kan use—as the outcome of Te- 
heran where Premier Stalin was 
given a free hand by his western 
associates. It shows better than 
any comment, says Berlin, that 
London and Washington are pow- 
erless to oppose Stalin. 


AMG BARS POLITICAL MEETINGS 
ON NAPLES UNIVERSITY CAMPUS 


NAPLES, Dec. 14 (AP).—The Al- 
lied Military Government cracked 
down hard today on Italian polit- 
ical parties and on student,groups 
from Naples University who 
clashed with Italian police Satur- 
day. Formally barring all political 
meetings at the university, Lt. Col. 
Carl Kraege of AMG reprimanded 
Dr. Rodolfo Omodeo, rector, for 
Saturday’s incidents. 

Following the breaking up by po- 
lice of the students’ meeting Sat- 
urday, the students and the Italian 
Committee of National Liberation, 
made up of six political parties, 
protested to AMG authorities and 
informally announced another 
meeting on University grounds 
next Saturday. 

Sforzino Sforza, son of Count 
Carlo Sforza, the anti-Fascist 
leader, describing himself as an 
adviser of the students, said for- 
mal notification of last Saturday’s 
meeting had been given AMG sub- 
ordinates and declared police are 
under the direction of two Fascist- 
appointed officials who have not 
been removed by the Allies. The 
head of Italian police in the Naples 
area is Gen. Antonio Basso, gen- 
erally regarded as a monarchist, 
while the majority of students are 


anti-monarchial.

The survivors worked to save 
Lawrence Peterson of Chicago, 
who survived the crash but tried 
to break out through the burning 
nose of the plane, and was him- 
self burned. 

It was only 1:30 in the after- 
noon, but the sky was dark and it 
was raining hard on the plane’s 
smoking ruins. 

By 5 p. m., the flames had gone 
down,” says Kershner. “We had 


ed for the Buna front—20 infantry- 
men and three flyers. Six have 
come back. 

The Flying Dutchman took off 
a little before 1 p. m. on Nov, 10, 
1942, from Moresby, and flew reso- 
lutely into the rain that enfolded 
the peaks. Hear what happened in 
the words of George Kershner of 
Dayton, O. Kershner, a tall, well- 
educated man in his early twenties, 
was making propeller blades for 
General Motors when his draft 
number came up two days after 
Pearl Harbor. “They weren’t mak- 
ing any deferments that day,” he 
says. And thus he became the 
third man and only survivor of 
the Flying Duatchman’s crew, 

The Flying Dutchman was 
christened by its captain, Lt. 
George W. Vandervoort, Ports- 
mouth, O., a flyer of Dutch de- 
scent. At the throttles beside him 
was Set. Steven J, Pitch of Etna, 
Pa. The other crewman was 
Kershner. 

As infantrymen heavily laden 
for Buna’s jungle tugged them- 
selves up the little iron ladder 
hung at the door by Kershner, a 
rangy farmer named Floyd L. Al- 
gust of Dorchester, S. D., turned 
to him and said: “Say, is it safe 
to go riding with you in these 
things?” 

“Nothing ever happens,” an- 
swered Kershner, helping him un- 
shoulder his pack on the floor of 
the fuselage. 

He was wrong. 


Trapped Ship Crashes. 

The men of the Flying Dutch- 
man found themselves caught in 
a net of rain, wandering at 140 
miles an hour through the closed 
valleys of the upper Stanleys. The 
gap could not be found; they were 
lost in a streaming labyrinth of 
black rocks and mountain walls. 
A height loomed up ahead, Van- 
dervoort tried to pull up the nose 
and almost made it, But the Fly- 
ing Dutchman went in, and hit al- 
most at the crest of a 35-degree 
slope. 

A tree caught the left wing and 
ripped between engine and cabin. 
The commander died where he sat; 
the sergeant pilot went through 
the windshield and they found him 
20 yards ahead of the nose.

ORE light is shed on the role 

which Emperor Hirohito of 

Japan played in the critical 
period preceding the Japanese at- 
tack at Pear] Harbor by the State 
Department’s publication of the 
documentary record of prewar 
days, and it may prove important 
in determining whether Hirohito is 
to keep his throne after Japan’s 
defeat, 

The documentary record con- 
tains a memorandum from former 
American Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew to Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull reporting that Hirohito had 
ordered Japan's war lords to avoid 
war with the United States at a 
meeting of the privy council over 
which the Emperor presided just 
before the downfall of the cabinet 
of Prince Fuminaro Konoye, which 
yielded its place to the military 
Government of Premier Hideki 
Tojo. 

Ambassador Grew said he had 
obtained the report from an “in- 
formant.” The name of the in- 
formant is not disclosed in the cor- 
respondent’s release by the State 
Department but the department in 
a footnote explained that it was a 
“reliable Japanese.” Several: “in- 
formants” are mentioned as having 
called on Ambassador Grew more 
or less officially during the final 
period of negotiations, but it is not 
clear whether these contact men 
were sincere in their professions 
for peace or whether they intended 
to mislead the Ambassador in his 
assessment of the situation. On 
one occasion Grew admits the later 
developments led him to “doubt 
credibility” of an informant. 


Emperor’s Order. 


On . Oct. 25, 1941, Ambassador 
Grew reported: 

“The informant (a reliable Jap- 
anese informant) called on me at 
his own request this evening. He 
told me that just prior to the fall 
of the Konoye Cabinet, a confer- 
ence of the leading members of 
the Privy Council and of the Jap- 
anese armed forces had been sum- 
moned by the Emperor, who in- 
quired if they were prepared to 
pursue a policy which would guar- 
antee that there would be no war 
with the United States. The rep- 
resentatives of the Army and Navy 
who attended this conference did 
not reply to the Emperor’s ques- 
tion; whereupon the latter, with a 
reference to the progressive policy 
pursued by the Emperor Meiji, his 
grandfather, in an unprecedented 
action, ordered the armed forces to 
obey his wishes.” 

Grew in an accompanying mem- 
orandum commented that, while

Other thousands lie at night in 
the high mountains with the 
temperature below freezing and 
the thin snow sifting over them. 

They dig into the stones and 
sleep in little chasms and behind 
rocks and in half caves. They 
live like men of prehistoric times, 
and a club would become them 
more than a machine gun. How 
they survive the winter misery 
at all is beyond us who have the 
opportunity of drier beds in the 
warmer valleys. 

It is not the fault of our troops, 
nor of their direetion, that the 
northward path is a tedious one.

During my four days in the lines, 
just ended, I saw German planes 
only twice, then just two at a 
time, and they skedaddled in a 
hurry. 

Further, our artillery prevails, 
and how! We are prodigal with 
ammunition against these rocky 
crags, and well we should be, for 
a $50 shell can often save 10 lives 
in country like this. Little by little, 
the fiendish rain of explosives upon 
the hillsides softens the Germans. 
They’ve always been impressed by, 
and afraid of, our artillery and we 
have concentrations of it here that 
are demoralizing.

It seems to the people in the Tesson 
Ferry area that it is high time for the 
people of St. Louis to wake up and de- 
mand the facts on this airport situation. 

Almost every day Mr. Kinsey gets 'a 
column or more of space on this sub- 
ject in all the newspapers. We keep a 
record of everything he says. When you 
measure what he says against the facts, 
it makes a sorry-looking record. Even 
granting that St. Louis needs and is 
going to have another airport, and that 
the newspapers want to help the cause 
along, it looks like they ought to do 
more investigating before quoting Mr. 
Kinsey as the final authority. 

Mr. Kinsey has never given any ade 
quate reason for abandoning the Colum- 
bia Bottoms site. We know that this was 
the site recommended by the very agency 
he heads, the Municipal Airport Com- 
mission. That was, of course, when Bar- 
ney Dickmann reigned in the City Hall 
and we wonder about this, 

Mr. Kinsey has misrepresented the 
amount of residential development in 
the Tesson area, cutting it about in half. 
He has used a cost figure for acquiring 
the area that will no more than cover 
the buildings, let alone the 4400 acres 
of land he talks about. Much of this is 
highly developed truck-farming or reai- 
dential land with a value of $300 to $1000 
per acre. This would make the acquisi- 
tion cost approximately $6,150,000 and 
Mr. Kinsey is talking about an acquisi- 
tion cost of $1,750,000. He could easily 
have calculated correctly because he had 
Horner & Shrifrin’s figures from an 
earlier survey to go on,

Who Will Pay the Debt? 


The national debt, according to this week's 
Treasury report, amounts to the stupendous total 
of $166,215,625,330. 

A year ago, the debt had just passed the 100- 
billion mark. At the close of the 1942 fiscal year, 
it was 72% billions. For 1941, it was 49 billions; 
for 1940, it was 43 billions; for 1939, it was 40% 
billions. In other words, the debt has increased 
more than ee in less than four and a half 
years, 

What of the bakiens' By next June 30, it is 
estimated, the debt will total 210 billions. It is 
expected to reach 300 billions in 19465, 

This terrific increase, of course, is one of war- 
time’s hard necessities, Compared with the lives 
that will be lost in the fight to preserve our na- 
tion’s liberties, the money cost ranks second. 
The question nevertheless must be asked, Who 
‘is going to pay this debt? 

Obviously, a large part of it must be passed 
along to our children and our grandchildren. But 
is it not the duty of statesmanship at Washington 
to see to it that the burden heaped upon poster- 
ity ig kept as light as possible? In particular, 
is it not important that our soldiers be protected 
from facing mountainous tax bills when they 
return home after the war? 

Yet congressional: thinking on the pending tax 
proposals has seemingly not been pitched very 
far ahead. The Treasury recommended a pro- 
gram to raise 10% billions in new revenue, but 
Congress, conscious of an election year ahead, 
shied away from such a stiff tax bill. It would 
“destroy the initiative and break the morale of 
the taxpayers,” said Chairman Doughton of the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

The House shoved the Treasury’s 10%-billion 
program aside and passed a puny bill that will 
raise only $2,140,000,000 in new funds. The Sen- 
ate, of whose members only one-third face the 
voters next November, is proving equally timid. 
Leading members of the Finance Committee now 
have virtually abandoned hope of increasing the 
figure laid down by the House. So the prospect 
is that posterity and the returning soldiers and 
the other taxpayers of the postwar era will have 
to pay a large share of this war’s costs. 

But what about the present body of citizens? 
Will they be benefited by the tenderness with 
which Congress treats them? On the contrary, 
they may be seriously harmed by the failure to 
apply adequate taxation, one of the essential 
brakes against inflation. 

The national income for 1943 is estimated at 
142 billions. Available consumer goods and serv- 
ices total 90.6 billions in value. This leaves an 
excess of 51.4 billions, which ig reduced by tax 
payments, war bond purchases and other means 
to an “inflationary gap” estimated at 36 billions 
by Secretary Morgenthau. 

That is, this country has 36 billion dollars of 
surplus income. This is money available for the 
black market, for bidding up the prices of goods 
beyond the ceiling limits. It is money that has 
resulted in the highest total of cash in circulation 
in the country’s history, a dangerous symptom 
of inflation. 

If this money ig not absorbed to a large extent 
by taxation or compulgory saving, it will continue 
to build'up pressure against the dikes set up for 
price control. That is what War Mobilization 
Director Byrnes warned against in his recent 
address when he said: ‘We obviously have failed 
to adopt a tax program adequate for our war 
needs,” 

While the national income is 26 billions higher 
than it was in 1942, and 48 billions higher than 
the year before that, the increase is, of course, 
not evenly distributed. Some 9,000,000 persons 
have had no income increases in this interval, 
and their plight is always cited when higher 
taxes are discussed. 

But why not tax the increase in earnings at 
a higher rate than the base income of 1941? 
Such a plan was mentioned two weeks ago in 
the Senate Finance Committee, but apparently 
its members gave up in despair. Surely this 
would not be unduly complicated, probably no 
more complex than many of the present regula- 
tions. And success in working out such a formu- 
la would mean a fair program of taxing incomes 
swollen by war without an undue burden on sta- 
tionary incomes. : 

Unless such a plan is worked out, unless Con- 
gress finds some backbone in dealing with taxa- 
ation, the huge war debt and the interest there- 
on will become an unjust mortgage on the Amer- 
ican future, 
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Three Hapsburgs Quit the Army 

The official finish of the Austrian Battalion, 
center of controversy since it was launched more 
than a year ago, has just been announced by the 
War Department.

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A Line to Hold 


Despite the flying wedge formed by'16 un- 
named Southern railways to assault an admin- 
istration bar against racial or religious discrim- 
ination by Government contractors, this is one 
line that should be held. 

In November, the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission, functioning as a branch of the War 
Manpower Commission, directed the 16 carriers 
to cease discrimination and grant Negro employes 
due rights. The principle issue in the September 
hearings, according to FEPC Chairman Malcoim 
Ross, was whether Negroes should be hired. as 
firemen. He charges the railways, which have 


refused compliance in a joint letter, with smoke- . 


screening that issue “by viewing with alarm al- 
leged pretensions,of Negroes to » pmaes and 
conductors.” 

The carriers not only assall the legal right of 
FEPC to issue such directives, but state that 


' putting them into effect “is wholly impracticable 


and indeed impossible.” 

The points involved are as clear ag a locomotive 
whistle. Fullest utilization of man power is im- 
possible if contractors doing business with the 
Federal Government, which is buying the prepon- 
derance of goods and services produced, are guilty 
of discriminatory practices. No approach to total 
war would be possible on that basis. 

Secondly, no democratic government would 
dare contract for the goods and services of com- 
panies which engaged in economic persecution 
of minorities. Enough propaganda capital has 
been made by Japan of the status of our Negro 
population without putting a presumably repre- 
sentative government in the position of indorsing 
discrimination. 

Finally, the legality of Executive Order No. 
9346, which forbids any Government contractor to 
discriminate against employes or applicants for 
religious, or racial reasons, is established by "the 
War Powers Act which gives the President full 
authority to issue such directives as have set up 
an FEPC to militate against such discrimination. 
Government contracts with other services and 
carriers—truck lines, for example—contain a 
clause prohibiting such discrimination. While 
most business between the Government and rall- 
roads is handled through bills of lading, all car- 
riers are subject to the same regulation. 

“Impracticable and impossible” may be lusty 


. words, and weightier when uttered by a bloc of 


corporations. But the argument made by the 16 
Southern railways that compliance with the di- 
rective might disrupt service falls before this 
salient fact: unfair employment practices cannot 
be tolerated in a democratic nation delicately 
geared for war.

to a fallen hero of the Battle of Tarawa, newest 
name burned into the annals of just and bloody 
American victories. By dedication such a field

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


I should appreciate the Post-Dispatch af- 
fording me space in which to carry some- 
what further the subject of the BBC's al- 
leged new list of restrictions, prohibitions 
and “don’tsa” for broadcasters, as they have 
been variously described. 


According to an AP cabled summary of 
an article in the London Sunday Chronicle, 
these proscriptions concern a wide range of 
topics, from alcohol, the Home Guard and 
women in the services, to references to 
American soldiers, and even the Southern 
(American) accent. 


All these were said to have been designat- 
ed out of bounds as subjects of microphone 
jesting, and your editorial of Nov. 30 takes 
it for granted that these statements are 
true, and that the BBC is run by “unsmil- 
ing gentlemen.” 


First, let me say officially, categorically 
and comprehensively that, with a single ex- 
ception (jokes on the subject of the black 
market), the report.of these alleged repres- 
sions has no substance whatever in fact. 
They do not exist. If they did, they would 
virtually. prevent broadcasting altogether in 
many of its important functions in Britain. 
A denial has duly been issued at headquar- 
ters of the BBC in the direction of Fleet 
Street radio columnists in London, 


Some Programs Are Recommended 


But rather than accept these assurances 
from one who may, for all your readers 
know, be simply another of the timid, el- 
derly, Victorian spoil-sports of the BBC, 
I should like strongly to recommend all in- 
terested Americans to listen personally to 
such of BBC’s programs as are audible over 
here, 

It would hardly be possible, I think they 
will agree after listening, to produce pro- 
grams such as the weekly CBS-BBC ex- 
change feature, “Trans-Atlantic Call,” orig- 
inating In many different regions of Amer-~- 
ica, including recently Montgomery, Ala., 
and Tampa, Fila., without running heavily 
into accents including the Southern accent, 
or to avoid references of every kind to 
American soldiers by their fathers and 
mothers who take part as typical citizens in 
the broadcasts. 

Far from skirting coyly around delicate 
susceptibilities, the intention of such pro- 
grams is deliberately to point up—let the 


accents and witticisms fall where they may 
-—the many interesting differences and con- 
trasta which human life reveals; the turns 
of phrase, the quirks of humor, habit and 
environment where these are different as 
well as where there is a family resemblance 
in our two dissimilar but related countries, 


“Answering You,” the weekly BBC trans- 
Atlantic question-and-answer program, 
which has discussed everything from -ra- 
tioning to pin-up girls, could not possibly 
operate under the bans discussed; nor could 
“American Eagle Club,” in which service 
men participate weekly and which is heard 
in this country over Mutual. 


Jokes May Sometimes Be Bad 


Nor would it have been possible for Hal 
Block, American script writer, to write the 
highly popular London-produced program 
for combined United States-British soldier 
audiences, “Yankee Doodle Doo.” It was on 
this program, by the way, that the irrepres- 
sible Bob Hope, admonished by the English 
M. C., inquired “Are you sore at me be- 
cause we won the War of Independence?” 


It does not follow, of course, that the 
BBC sees always eye to eye with either 
professional jokesmiths or with private con- 
noisseurs of hilarity among the general pub- 
lic. A joke is a joke; it can be good or 
bad. We prefer the good ones, and in prac- 
tice the material itself usually supplies the 
answer. The same applies to popular songs. 


I can conceive, for example, that “humor- 
ous references to religion” might be taboo 
on any broadcasting station in the world. 
But that would hardly exclude “Praise the 
Lord and Pass the Ammunition,” and did 
not in fact work that way in America or 
in Britain. 

As for the black market, the situation is 
simply that the BBC considers it too serious 
a topic for jesting. The elimination of 
jokes about it has the same object as the 
motion-picture films produced in America 
in this connection and the anti-black mar- 
ket publicity emphasized on network broad- 
casts over here, namely, to bring home the 
seriousness of rationing regulations and to 
mobilize sentiment against violators.

The Insurance Companies’ Grab for Privilege

With cynical disregard of principle, a 
Senate subcommittee has approved the Bai- 
ley-Van Nuys bill, which would: write into 
the statutes an utterly improper exemption 
of the stock fire insurance business from 
the Federal anti-trust. laws. Only the efforts 
of a little band of Senators, who promise a 
hot floor fight, may be able to prevent this 
iniquitous measure from passing Congress. 


The huge fire and marine insurance busi- 
ness has hitherto been immune from the 
anti-trust laws through mistaken judicial 
interpretation—not by specific statutes. The 
Department of Justice presents evidence 
that, in the five-year period ending in 1939, 
these companies took in from policyholders 
over a billion dollars a year, and paid out 
on policyholders’ losses only $365,000,000. 
They had net éarnings averaging $186,- 


000,000 a year—a fat 18.6 per cent. Dividends 
paid by the 10 largest companies averaged 
$20 to $25 per year from 1910 to 1942. 


One can understand that hordes of insur- 
ance lobbyists would fight to protect these 
profits against the anti-trust laws. It is 
shocking and disheartening that so many 
Congressmen should support the Bailey-Van 
Nuys bill, deliberately designed to forestall 
a new Supreme Court review of the old de- 
cisions granting the insurance firms im- 
munity. . 

Senators O’Mahoney, Wheeler, Hatch, 
Bennett Clark, Truman and administration 
leaders have pledged the floor fight. They 
should wage their fight long enough and 
hard enough to make the issues clear, s0 
that outraged public opinion can come to 
their aid. 


A Look into Women’s Future 
When Wartime Jobs Are Over 


“Why Women Cry,” by Elizabeth Hawes. (Reynal & 

Hitchcock, New York.) 

Miss Hawes’ book is the latest link in the 
chain of type that has been set about wom- 
en and women’s problems during this war 
and which probably by now reaches around 
the world, It is also one of the most stream- 
lined and chromium-plated productions on 
the subject, what with its fashionable au- 
thor, its attractive design and the smooth 
East Fifties New Yorkese in which it is 
written. 

What Miss Hawes has to say, however, 
is neither smooth nor fashionable. She rips 
our comfortable national indifference to 
women’s problems right through the middle. 
The material in her analysis of the way 
millions of American women live is not a 
pretty sight. 


The reader is warned not to expect the 
Common Woman to want to slave away in 
the kitchen while the Common Man has 
his day, Once the war is over. More than 
5,000,000 American women between 20 and 
35 want successful careers and most of them 
want to combine careers with homes, hus- 
bands and children. If the nation is to be 
happy and well-balanced, something will 
have to be done to ease the lot of those 
who want to be socially productive outside 
the home. As it is now, no woman can car- 
ry on the “exhausting and bitter” struggle 
of caring for an outside task, and at the 
same time perform the ordinary housewife's 
duties, without cheating herself, her hus- 
band, her children and her boss. 

Miss Hawes’ solution is compounded of 
common sense and social vision. First, she 
demands complete modernization of the 
home, application of real scientific imag- 
ination to daily tasks. She neither blinks 
at the technical revolution such a step 
would imply, nor hesitates to welcome the 
ensuing fundamental changes in our na- 
tional habits and attitudes, One of her aims 
is dissolution of the under-privileged level 
from which servants are drawn.

Second, Miss Hawes urges an education- 
al campaign to awaken government, unions, 
women, and especially husbands, to action 
instead of talk on the steps necessary to 
release millions of women and billions of 
productive hours into an economy of plenty. 

Emancipation of women is an unaccus- 
tomed idea. Most people are inclined to 
brush it aside as a fait accompli, if it doesn't 
make them laugh. They are willing to con- 
cede that child care centers and expanded 
schoo! facilities are desirable wartime meas- 
ures, while new kitchen gadgets are good 
all the time, but the idea of doing some- 
thing about women’s problems stops there. 

Miss Hawes is convinced that women are 
still second-class citizens, held fast in so- 
cial childhood by the conditions of their 
lives, In spite of its witty and unstatistical 
style, her book goes deeper into the prob- 
lem than many more solemn studies. It is 
a serious book, meant to be taken seriously.

If the insurrectionists had 
been able to wipe that out, Landis 
couldn’t have done a thing about 
these strictly minor league trans- 
fers. 

Defense Lists Too Big. 

But the agreement was con- 
tinued, and now, if you believe the 
whispers, Landis is sharpening his 
ax. Just how many players are 
involved isn’t known definitely. 
However, on the 1943 reserve lists, 
released just a year ago, there 
were more than 600 players on the 
national defense lists of the cir- 
cuits which suspended, headed by 
the 75 who went to war from the 
Three-Eye League and 60 from the 
Texas League. 

Many of the transferred per- 
formers were moved up the line 
to clubs in the same farm chains. 
For instance, San Antonio, the St. 
Louis Browns’ farm in the sus- 
pended Texas League, shifted a 
whole batch up to Toledo in the 
American Association, leaving the 
Mudhens with a defense service 
list of a couple of hundred play- 
ers. Little Rock acquired the en- 
tire Oklahoma City roster and 
Shreveport (La.) shipped 10 play- 
ers on the defense lists to St. Paul. 

Landis has looked over all de- 
fense lists and found some of them 
far too big to take care of all the 
fellows ‘who'll be coming back 
ready for work when the war's 
over. The result is, he’s reported 
ready to turn them all loose, so 
that each can deal for himself 
with any club. Naturaly, this is 
no present from Santa Claus to the 
“chain store” operators, who've 
been counting on this transferred 
ivory to fill their own minor 
league rosters when the suspended 
loops open up again.

The Satellites 
Of Hitler 


Continued From Page One. 


D’Esperey attacked and broke the 
Bulgarian lines. 

In the last war Bulgaria was 
the first of Germany’s allies to 
quit. That role, this time, was 
played by Italy. But there is a 
strong possibility that Bulgaria 
will be the second to go. 

Even more than in Hungary and 
Rumania, the Teheran and Cairo 
conferences intensified the cen- 
trifugal tendencies in Bulgaria. 


Most Vulnerable. 


Bulgaria is today the most vul- 
nerable of Hitler’s Balkan sate- 
lites, Her capital, Sofia, is less 
than 250 miles from the Allied 
airfields at Foggia. Her southeast- 
ern borders adjoin those of Tur- 
And she must also reckon 
with the possibility, no longer im- 
mediate because of the Allied de- 
feats in the Dodecanese, but prob- 
ably in the long run, of an Allied 
invasion of her soil from the 
Aegean. 

Furthermore, while the Sofia 
Government might get the Bulgar 
people to fight their traditional en- 
emies, the Turks, Turkey today is 
the ally, at one remove, of Rus- 
sia with whom the Bulgarians have 
not the slightest intention of go- 
ing to war. In fact despite persis- 
tent pressure by Hitler Bulgaria 
has not even broken off diplo- 
matic relations with Moscow. 

To guard against Bulgaria's de- 
fection Germany is reported to be 
pouring large’ numbers of men 
into that country. We can well be- 
lieve that, since the loss of Bul- 
garia would endanger Germany’s 
Danube life line. But Hitler has 
no surplus of military man power. 
The German troops now being sent 
into Bulgaria are troops which he 
needs elsewhere—in Russia, in 
Italy, along the threatened coast 
line of western Europe. 


War of Nerves Pays. 
7 HUS, the Allied war of nerves 


against the Reich, which the 

Teheran and Cairo conferences 
have intensified, is beginning to 
pay dividends, Hitler is being 
forced to do precisely what the 
Allies are most anxious he should 
do—divide his forces, scatter his 
strength, use up his reserves. 

It is very probable that Bulgaria 
will, willy-nilly, remain in the 


Axis camp for a while longer. The 
same holds true of Rumania and 
Hungary. But the law of dimin- 
ishing returns is beginning to op- 
erate so far as the usefulness of 
these satellites to Germany is con- 
cerned. 

They were once enormously use- 
ful to the Reich. Rumania sent 
large numbers of men to the east- 
ern front; Hungary made smaller 
but still useful contributions of 
cannon fodder to Hitler’s war ma- 
chine. And while Bulgaria refused 
to fight Russia it did relieve Ger- 
many from the necessity of having 
to garrison all the Balkans with 
its own troops. .Bulgar troops were 
employed as garrison forces in cer- 
tain parts of Greece and Yugo- 
Slavia. 

The shoe is now on the other 
foot. -It is Germany which must 
now garrison the satellite states to 
prevent them from deserting. For 
Hitler it is a most unpleasant de- 
velopment.

That 
one variation makes for individ- 
uality and we like individuality in 
cooking the same as we do in 
clothes or hats, 

Honey Nut Bars. 

One and one-half cups sifted all- 
purpose flour, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one cup honey, 3 tablespoons melt- 
ed shortening or drippings, two 
eggs, well beaten, one teaspoon 
vanilla extract, one-half teaspoon 
grated lemon rind, one cup chopped 
walnuts. 

Mix flour, baking powder and 
salt, and sift three times. Combine 
honey, shortening, eggs and vanilla 
and mix well. Add the flour mix- 
ture gradually and beat until 
blended. Mix in rind and walnuts. 
Pour into a greased pan (10%x 
15%x%) and bake at three hun- 
dred and fifty degrees for fifteen 
or eighteen minutes. Cog) slightly 
and cut into bars two and one-half 
by ‘one and one-half. These may 
be iced if desired. Combine one 
cup confectioner’s sugar, one- 
fourth cup milk and a few drops 
of vanilla. Spread over the bars 
before removing from the pan. 
Makes 40 bars.

Baked apples, four (baked yes- 
terday); reagy-to-eat cereal, four 
generous servings; toast, eight 
slices enriched bread,

Stuffed liver, two pounds liver;

Make a dressing of three 
cups coarse bread crumbs, three- 
fourth cup diced tomatoes plus 
one cup water, in which one beef 
boulllon cube has been dissolved, 
two tablespoons green pepper, two 
tablespoons minced onion, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, one-fourth tea- 
spoon sage. Spread dressing on 
liver slices. Roll-up each slice and 
secure with a toothpick. Brown in 
two tablespoons fat in a heavy 
skillet, add two cups boiling water, 
cover and cook until tender. 
Creamed potatoes, one and one- 
half pounds potatoes, one and one- 
half cups seasoned medium cream 
sauce; buttered green beans, one 
pound; bread, eight slices enriched; 
chocolate blanc mange, melt two 
squares bitter chocolate (two 
ounces), two tablespoons butter or 
margarine over hot water in top 
of double boiler. Mix one-third cup 
cornstarch, three-fourths cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt to- 
gether, stir dn about one-fourth 
cup milk, then add to melted choc- 
olate and blend thoroughly. Add 
two and three-fourths cups milk, 
cook over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly until mixture boils and 
thickens.

Of Pink Eye

EW human beings have es- 
F caped the experience of “pink 
eye.” 

The first time was probably in 
childhood. It began with the fright- 
ening experience of waking up and 
not being able to open your eyes. 
The agonized cry for mother, The 
relief when she just laughed and 
said: “Goodness, you've got the 
pink eye. Now all the other chil- 
dren will get it.” 

You were probably treated with 
home remedies, warm boric acid 
dressings and some eye drops or 
the same warm boric acid as an 
eye wash. And very good treat- 
ment, too! You were well in a 
week and back at school, when the 
teacher warned all the other chil- 
dren to

WHAT IS IT? It’s medical name 
is conjunctivitis—an inflammation 
of the conjunctival sac. The con- 
junctia is a mucous membrane, 
just about the same as the mem- 
brane lining your mouth or nose. 

Any membrane of this kind is 
susceptible to infection with germs 
and the conjunctiva is no excep- 
tion. Pink eye is simply a germ 
infection, Different germs are re- 
sponsible in different: cases. Most 
cases are due to the pneumococ- 
cus, the same germ that causes 
Pneumonia when it invades the 
lungs. 

Another is a germ similar in 
many respects to the one identi- 
fied with influenza and named aft- 
er two men, one a famous bacte- 
riologist, Kooh, and one a New 
York oculist, Weeks—so the Koch- 
Weeks bacillus. Still another germ 
that causes pink eye is the staphy- 
lococcus, the same one that causes 
boils in the skin. 

How is it spread? Well, all forms 
are very contagious, The kid with 
pink eye naturally rubs his eyes, 
especially in, the stage of convales- 
cence. He gets some of the secre- 
tion on his fingers and shakes 
hands or grabs hands with another 
school fellow. This one then r 
his eyes and the thing is started. 

Whenever people talk, sneeze o 
cough they spray the air for yards 
around with tiny droplets each en- 
veloping a nest of germs, Since the 
conjunctival sac drains directly 
into the nose whenever the pink 
eye patient sneezes he could infect 
a roomful of scholars (or brothers 
and sisters).

WHEN YOUR HANDS have not 
been washed within a minute or 
two, you invariably have staphylo- 
cocci germs on them and rubbing 
your eyes gives you a slight chance 
for a toss up between pink eye 
and styes. 


As to treatment, the old home 
remedies are best. Some cases are 
treated today with the latest sulfa 
drugs, but I can not consider the 
disease seroius enough for that. A 
saturated solution of boric acid 
and sterile white vaseline will fix 
most cases in a minimum of time 
with a minimum of risk. 


The boric solution should be 
warmed and used as an eye wash 
with an eye dropper. The vaseline 
applied to the lids will keep them 
from sticking together and make 
for the greatest amount of comfort 
allowable in an essentially uncom- 
fortable disease. 


Compresses of ice on each eye 
will greatly add to the patient’s 
comfort. Ice should not be applied 
directly to the eyes, but cloths 
wrung out of iced water fulfill the 
same purpose.

Finding Water for Thirsty Soldiers 


Land Mines and Ground Strafing Planes Are Chief Hazards to Engineers.

know where the engineers had 
put in a new water-point and the 
trucks would come to it like hom- 
ing pigeons. All we had to do was 
to put the point in. 

We are always putting in or 
taking out water-points. Partly 
because the outfits were always 
moving in or out of this place or 
that, and partly because our 
pumps were so thirsty that they 
often sucked a well or a brackish 
pond dry. 

By the second day in Gafsa, 
Company A had wire—that is, the 
signal company had a telephone 
line in from battalion headquar- 
ters and we had a field telephone 
in a leather case hung up on a tree, 
We also had the company’s com- 
mand car back. It had been lent 
to the general to ride around in 
the first morning. 

Doughboys don’t go joyriding in 
command cars. When the Luft- 
waffe has any extra ammunition, 
its pilots like to pick off com- 
mand cars, to get the officers they 
know live in them, For that rea- 
son, whil@ doughboys do not ride 
in command cars, neither do gen- 
erals. Generals ride in peeps. But 
company and field officers have to 
work a lot of the time in com- 


. mand cars, so they and their driv- 


ers are always alerted, At the first 
sight of a black speck in the sky 
the car is off the road and stopped 
and everyone who was in it is fifty 
yards away from it, crouched down 
with a pistol or a rifle in his hands. 

When it rained we kept the top 
up. The minute the rain stopped, 
the top went down and everyone’s 
head went up, scanning the skies 
and the horizon. There is only a 
few seconds warning when a 
ground-strafing plane comes over. 
No enemy fired on us while I was 
in Company A’s command car, but 
one friendly fighter plane came 
over so low that it had to lift itself 
when it crossed the road above a 
2%-ton truck. The strafing planes 
fly just above the ground so they 
can only be seen a few hundred 
yards away. They will probably 
be gone before even the most alert 
gunner can fire a burst.

Mostly, with the top up, we 
looked for dive bombers or for 
JU-88's—two engine light bombers 
—doing horizontal bombing from 
only two of three thousand feet 
up. Whenever an enemy plane 
comes over, everyone shoots at 
it, purely for his own peace of 
mind. Not until you see the bombs 
fall out of the bomb rack do you 
flatten out and try to pull your 
head back into your body and then 
squeeze your helmet down over 
your body. That is, presuming 
there are no foxholes or other 
shelters, which there never are 
when you are caught riding on a 
desert in a command car, 


Division engineers, as I said, are 
concerned with water and the 
movement of troops. Mines are 
an imepdient to motion, So to the 
combat engineer falls the job of 
detecting and removing the ene- 
my’s mines, as well as the assign- 
ment of laying “friendly” mines to 
impede the movement of the ene- 
my. Eighty per.cent of the line 
engineer battalion’s work in Africa 
was in miae fields. 


Both mines and mine fields are 
simple devices. mine is simply 
a charge of explosive buried in 
the ground with an igniter so de- 
vised and attached that any dis- 
turbance on the ground will set 
it off. There are a number of 
different kinds of mines but the 
ones that you read most about in 
the paper are those used to blow 
up either vehicles or men. The 
mines used to blow up vehicles 
are called anti-tank mines and the 
ones used to blow up men are called 
anti-personnel mines. The latter 
are more familiarly known as 
booby traps, 


The anti-personnel mine, 
booby trap, has two uses. It is 
sometimes used simply to kill un- 
wary individuals who may come on 
it in a deserted house, say, or 
along a path. But its commonest 
application is as bodyguard to an 
anti-tank mine. It is attached to 
the anti-tank mine for the purpose 
of blowing up anyone who tries 
to disturb the latter. 

The standard German anti-tank 
mine is known as the Teller mine. 
It is shaped like a very big, black 
pie—18 inches across and several 
inches thick. It contains nine 
pounds of TNT. Over this ugly 
piece of pastry there is fixed a 
device known as the spider. It is 
a frame of light metal which sits 
spider-like on top of the mine. 
When the mine is “alive,” the 
spider is up and if you press on 
it, bang goes the mine. 

The pressure necessar? to ex- 
plode the mine can be adjusted. 
The usual adjustment is for 250 
pounds—so that a man could step 
safely on a mine but a vehicle 
following him would be blown to 
pieces. (To use nine pounds of 
TNT to kill one man would be an 
extravagance.) 

The Teller antitank mine is usu- 
ally buried about six inches under- 
ground. The German soldier who 
buries it is quite safe because even 
if he has screwed in the activator 
that sets the mine off—the acti- 
vator is enclosed in a six-inch 
length of half-inch pipe—he is pro- 
tected by an important little gad- 
get. This is a brass pin about an 
inch long with a ring on the end. 
It is inserted in the igniter and a 
nut as well as a clamp holds it in 
place. 

When the German engineer has 
put his mine in the ground, he 
unscrews the nut from the end of 
the safety pin, unlatches the clamp 
and pulls the pin out. Then he fills 
in the hole over the mine and, if 
he has time, he tries to make the 
ground on top look as if there 
were no mines there. But even the 
most methodical German doesn't 
usually have time enough to do a 
good job of hiding the physical 
traces of a buried mine, For anti-

tank mines are not laid singly, 
but in fields. 

A mine field is simply an ar- 
rangement of mines, usually in a 
geometric pattern of carefully 
spaced rows, like plants in a very 
formal garden. The mines in the 
second row will be staggered so 
that they line up between the 
mines in the front row. The idea 
is to have enough mines close 
enough together so that no vehicle 
can pick its way through the field 
without one of its wheels or treads 
running on at least one mine, 


After the German has put in the 
Teller mine, but before he pulls 
the safety pin and covers the hole, 
he sets the booby trap—attaches 
the anti-personnel mine. One 
doesn’t find booby traps .on every 
anti-tank mine in the field. There 
are simply enough booby traps so 
that sooner or later, if precautions 
are not taken, the engineer who is 
“lifting” the antitank field will run 
On a booby trap and be blown to 
bits. After that other engineers 
may be presumed to be hesitant 
about proceeding—at least about 
a as fast as they had 

een, 


There is nothing new about the 
enemy’s booby trap. The American 
Army has known about and used 
such mines for a generation. The 
German booby trap is a flowerpot- 
like contraption about four or five 
inches across and six inches high. 
It contains two charges. The first 
charge, which goes off when the 
mine is disturbed, is of black pow- 
der. In itself, it is harmless. Its 
job is simply to throw the second 
charge into the air exactly as the 
kind of fireworks that we call a 
flowerpot throws colored balls into 
the air. 


The lethal weapon that the anti- 
personnel mine throws into the air 
is a charge of TNT packed in a 
fistful of small steel shrapnel balls. 
It is set to explode four or five 
feet above the ground, The steel 
balls are likely to do serious dam- 
age to anyone within a number 
of yards, but booby traps are not 
always fatal. I have met two men 
who, on different occasions and in 
different theaters, had the misfor- 
tune to step on one. They showed 
me their scars put both are very 
much alive and ‘quite well.

EWSPAPER reports—and the 
N terrors of the imagination—to 

the contrary notwithstanding, 
mines are not particularly difficult 
either to detect or to remove. In 
the whole long inventory of the 
weapons of modern war, they are 
perhaps the easiest against which 
to defend oneself. But they re- 
main a powerful psychological 
weapon, as well as a nuisance. And 
amongst troops who are not famil- 
iar with them, or not alert to their 
possible pregence, they may cause 
casualties. 

The American mine detector con- 
sists of a wooden disc stuck at an 
angle on the end of a wooden pole. 
The disc is 18 inches across, the 
pole four or five feet long. It is 
an electrical machine and halfway 
up the pole is a contro] box with 
rheostat handles and a dial. You 
tune it as you would a radio set. 
The user carries the batteries 
which activate the detector, and 
straps the microphone which is 
connected to it to his shoulder. 
When it is adjusted, this micro- 
phone emits a low, steady hum- 
ming note. The man then holds 
the detector so that its wooden 
disc is a few inches above the 
ground and parallel with it. Then 
he walks forward. 

When the wooden disc of the 
mine detector approaches any 
metal object in the ground, the 
magnetic field that it emits is dis- 
turbed and the note of the micro- 
phone changes — rises sharply. 
When the wooden disc is right over 
the metal object; the note is high 
and strong. 

The man who is using the mine 
detector doesn’t push his machine 
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in a straight line; he walks in a 
straight line but he swings his 
detector back and forth in front 
of him. Thus he is able to cover a 
band three or four feet wide. 
When he comes upon a mine he 
doesn’t stop to do anything about 
it. He simply indicates it to the 
man following him, who marks the 
place. After these two have 
passed ahead, other men come and 
remove the mines. 

How the American engineers re- 
move German Teller mines must 
wait for telling until after the war. 
The method is simple and fool- 
proof and the battalion I served 
with, which had probably re- 
moved more enemy mines than 
any other engineer battalion at the 
front, had not had a single casual- 
ty in the process. The division had 
had mine casualties but they were 
almost always the result of mines 
off the beaten path or of mines 
that had been overlooked in the 
course of a rapid advance. 

In rapid advances, our own 
mines were as dangerous as the 
enemy's. In some sections of 
Africa the same ground had been 
fought over several times and 
there were areas where several 
German and several American 
mine fields had been sown, When 
we came into one of them, no one 
could be quite sure that even. our 
carefully checked and rechecked 
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gle one. If there was time, we re- 
swept the area. 

Mine fields in themselves are 
neither intended nor expected to 
stop in advance. Their use falls 
under the head of delaying tactics. 

As one officer at the front put it 
to me: “You can give an infantry 
company three hours to take a pill 


box in a hell of a tough spot, sur- . 


rounded by wire, and they'll go in 
and take it ahead of schedule, even 
though it costs 25 per cent cas- 
ualties to do it. But if just before 
they take off you tell them that 
somewhere in the enemy’s position 
there is a single booby trap—well, 
they'll all turn pale and their 
knees will begin to knock. You'll 
find ’em fooling around with that 
position for a couple of days.” My 
informant was indulging in dra- 
matic overstatement, but with 
green troops there was some truth 
in what he said. 

The wholly effective medicine 
for mines is experience and educa- 
tion. The officers of the engineer 
battalion I was with did wonders 
by lending the infantry their mine 
detectors and teaching them how 
to use them. Nothing seemed to 
give an infantry column more con- 
fidence than a man with a mine 
detector swinging out in front like 
a bagpiper, even though its com- 
manders knew that the engineers 
had already swept the road twice 
the day before.

South 
could have saved one trick from 
the wreck by putting in dummy’s 
jack and leading a trump through 
East, but he was not that alert 
and he ended up ingloriously by 
conceding three trump tricks to 
East’s queen, jack, and 10, Down 
1400 points! 

South would have done better at 
“almost any other contract, particu- 
larly at spades, and considering 
the weakness of his diamond suit, 
he should have made some effort 
to get out of that double!
